County sets budget at *4:2 


It only took about 15 minutes of 
a public hearing, to which no coun: 
ty resident came to express their 
concerns, and then the County. 
Commissioners decided to approve 
a73 percent increase in the county 
operating budget that will now 
tota] $4.2 million dollars or up 
$288,609. 


Almost half of the.money to pay’ 


for the expense side of the budget 
will be earned by the county from 


‘jocal-property taxes and -othe# 


taxes like swamp, cigarette, and 
industrial facilities taxes. 

Other revenues to make up the 
Test of the income for the budget 
include license and permit fees, 
state grants, charges for services, 
fines and forfeits, interest and 
refunds. 

' Taxes, in total, will generate 
$2,761,449 for the county. 

On the expense side of the 
budget, the county expects to 
spend over $4 million with the 


largest portion of the budget being 
spent on the general government 
fund. That fund includes expenses 
for the county clerk office, 
prosecutor, equalization office, 
register of deeds office, county 
treasurer and other county offices. 
They will be getting a $33,000 in- 
crease over last year with a total of 
$1,004,172. 

The county commissioners wil] 
see less in their portion of the. 
budget, dropping about $5,000 
compared to last year. 

The judicial fund which covers 
court costs will have a 12 percent 
increase giving them $666,415 for 
1990. 

Funds being applied to the 
public safety sector, which includes 
the sheriff's office, the operation of 
the county jail, the building inspec- 
tors, planning and emergency ser- 
vices offices will also see a 
decrease over last year, down to 
$885,147 from last year which was

From the. first introduction of 
wild turkeys into this area of 
Michigan in the early 1970s, to the 
present time, there has been a 
steady increase in the numbers of 
this colorful, historic game 
bird—and there's a good reason 
for it, 

The Michigan DNR in that first 
introduction kept a number of 
turkeys in.a barn near O'Neal 
Lake (Emmet County) from late 
winter until the weather abated in 
early spring. This part of Michigan 
was chosen as turkey range due to 
the stands of oak that, hopefully, 
would furnish mast (acorns) for 
winter food. 

Iremember in those first couple 
of winters the O'Neal flock having 
spread out from their original 
release site had tough going due to 


deep snows. Unable to scratch . 


down to food supplies there was 
starvation. Carcasses recovered 
revealed pine needles and other 
non-sustaining forage in their 
crops, 

I was concerned and so was 
George Rose, Canby Road hog 
farmer. Rose talked to me about 
feeding the turkeys. He said he 
would gladly furnish the corn to 


Still an employee of the DNR I 
called the Gaylord DNR District 
Headquarters and talked to Bob 
Strong, Wildlife Biologist (now 
retired), asking if winter feeding of 
the birds should be undertaken. I 
got an emphatic “No!” And if I 
remember correctly Bob said, “If 
those birds can't make it on their 
own so be it.” 

Well, that didn’t go over too 
well with Rose or myself. 

Anyhow I kept after Strong un- 
til he got disgusted with my per- 
serverance, finally giving the go 
ahead signal. 

. So Rose started feeding the 


‘turkeys; and there were others 


who brought corn to feed the birds 
during the winter. There was 
Herb Searles and his wife, Daisy, 
of Garber Road who took it on 
themselves to feed a growing flock 
for quite a few winters. I brought 


“some corn for them. I also wrote 


about the Searles’ deserving some 
help in the feeding program in a 
newspaper I used to write for. And 
there was response. 

But now things. have changed. 
The DNR has finally seen the need 
for winter feeding of turkeys up 
here in the snow country. Spor- 
tsmen groups raise money for

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Hugo Bohm—ski instructor's 


Of all of the “old- 
timers” in skiing that 
are still skiing and 
working, perhaps the 
best known is Hugo 
Bohm, now currently 
heading the ski school 
at the Otsego Ski Club, 
just outside of Gaylord. 

Bohm is possibly the 
only skier of all the old 
timers making a full 
time career of teaching 
skiing out of all the ski 
instructors working in 
the Midwest. At least 
that is what he says as 
he goes out to work 
with his group of ski 
instructors at Otsego. 

Bohm works with 
them almost every 
day, urging them to in- 
crease their skills so 
they will be able to. of- 
fer the person taking 
lessons a_ better 
teachers. 

It is just one of the 
things Bohm believes a 
ski instructor should 
be doing. Bohm also 
believes that skiing 
should be fun in all 
phases. Whether you 
are learning how to do 
your first wedge turn 
on up to the most ad- 
vanced methods of 


ski instructor 


turning possible on 
skis, 

Having fun, he says, 
is perhaps the most 
important part of the 
learning experience. 
He says that when the 
skiers have fun, they 
will learn more about 
the sport and how to 
do it than if they were 
just confined to a har- 
dline class, 

It may nt have 
been that way when 
Bohm started out 
teaching or even 
earlier when he was 
learning himself. He 
said that everything 
was regimented and 
you had to learn -the 
skills one step at a 
time. 

Bohm, a native of 
Czechoslovakia, came 
over to the United 
States as a war orphan 
in 1955. He was just a 
teen and was brought 
to the Detroit area to 
live with a family. In 
his youth, he was 
raised around the 
Salzburg, Austria area 
even though he did not 
ski at the time. 

After coming to 
Detroit and growing 


up in the city, he didn’t 
start skiing until he 
was drafted into the 
army when he was 18. 
Because of his 
background, he was 
sent to be part of the 
interpreter-interroga- 
tor unit back in 
Austria. It was there 
he started to learn how 
to ski, in the Austrian 
method of learning. 
Bohm speaks seven 
languages, although he 
says he is a little rusty 
in some of them today. 
After getting out of 


‘the army in the late 


50s, he started 
teaching at areas like 
the Houghton Lake 
Snowbowl, Mt. 
Frederick, both now 
closed. He moved over 
to Boyne Mountain 
where he stayed, 
working with the ski 
school in the winter 
and helping to manage 
parts of the resort in 
the summer for 11 
years. 

During his teaching 
stay at Mt. Frederick, 
he was one of the first 
ski instructors certified 
by the then regulating 
body, USSA-CD.

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Hugo Bohm 


he has personally 
taught at least 40,000 
skiers in his career, 
part of it spent as a 
guest speaker going 
out to many ski clubs 
throughout the state 
giving a lesson without 
the benefit of snow. 

If you ever get a 
chance to attend one of 
his lectures, you will 
enjoy the experience 
as he thoroughly 
adheres to thought 
that skiing must be 
fun. You will be 
laughing at many parts 
of the demonstration 
he talks about. 

But even with the 
fun of Jectures, and the 
making ski classes en- 
joy themselves, Bohm 
runs a ski program 
with ‘a degree of 
discipline in his ski 
school. He figures it 
was his European 
background and 
training that makes it 
work that way. 

He tells the instruc- 
tors to talk less and 
help the people ski 
more as they try to 
learn the new skills. He 
says, “Productivity 
rather than verbiage 
makes better skiers.” 

Overall, Bohm 
thinks that. ski instruc- 
tion has changed 
drastically over the 
years and some of the 
changes he sees he 
feels aren’t good for 
the industry. 

Bohm feels that 
most of the ski instruc- 
tors of today have less 
skill in teaching 
because of a laxness of 
correcting errors of the 
skiers. He says that in 
many cases the in- 
structor at most areas 
tells the person taking 
the lesson that its all 
right to ski wrong. 

He also says most 
instructors talk too 
much, explaining some 
of the technical aspects 
of skiing to someone 
who. only wants to 
make a turn better. 

You can be sure that 
all 23 instructors 


teaching in his 
program at Otsego are 
being taught to teach 
the way he wants, with 
learning, the  en- 
joyment of skiing and 
the fun of skiing in 
large doses, although 
not necessarily in that 
order. 

Bohm also has some 
unkind words for the 
professional side of 
skiing, saying that the 
instructors group, the 
PSIA, is unstable and 


unsecure. “They don't 
know what their goals 
are, and they don’t 
know how to get to 
goals. I think they as a 
group are not capable 
of delivering the 
message they want 
down to the divisions 
that make up the 
national outfit.” 

With that, he said it 
was time to go out and 
get some skiing in for 
the day, and he left to 
take a run or two.

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‘Cone has changed skiing for the better

I finally had a chan- 
ce to do something I 
have always wanted to 
do in the world of 
skiing. I had a chance 
to drive a grooming 
machine about a week 
or so ago. 

Now, you may not 
think that is such a big 
deal, but if there is one 
thing that has made 
skiing a much more 
pleasurable experien- 
ce, it is the snow 
grooming that the 
resorts are doing on 
the hills, 

Back when I started 
skiing, we had to side 
step up the hill to pack 
the snow down before 
we were allowed to 
make a run. In fact, up 
to just a few years ago, 
a person could earn a 
lift ticket by helping to 
pack the snow into the 
hill. 


This was long and 
hard work, but when 
you side-stepped your 
way to the top, you had 
at least the privilege of 
making the first run 
down the hill for the 
day. 

If you were going to 
pack, you had to show 
up at the ski area 


about 7 a.m. so you 
could get the slopes 
packed in time for the 


‘lifts and the rope tows 


to open for those who 
were paying the top 
price. You got to ski all 
day long for just a little 
effort of getting up in 
the morning and 
ane sideways up a 


Nowadays, the hills 
get groomed by 
machines which start 
almost at the same 
time as skiing stops for 
the day. To groom a 
place like’ Boyne 
Mountain with all of 
their runs, takes just 
about all night for the 
grooming crew to 
work over every hill. 

In my case, the slope 
I had a chance to work 
on .was the beginners 
slope. 

As we, the real 
driver of the equip- 
ment, John Bayne II, 
and I went out to try 
my hand on grooming, 
I was amazed at the 
things the driver has 
to do in order to make 
a perfect grooming 
mit?

grinds it up and fluffs it 
up as it lays it down in 
a nice level swath. It’s 
the driver who runs 
the equipment that has 


to do at least -two™ 


things at once when he 
is grooming, and more 
when he gets to the 
top or bottom of the 
hill and has to turn 
around. 

After showing me 
what it was all about, it 
was my turn, he said. 

He almost literally 
shoved me out of the 
small passenger seat 
and on to the large 
tracks as he told me to 
change seats. After 
getting in the driver's 
seat, I was told to 
“buckle up” as it is the 
only safe way to drive. 
I found out later when 
we started to come 
down a steeper hill 
why as I slid forward 
until the restraint of 
the belt kept me from 
sliding off the seat. 

Anyway, I started 
out in the middle of the 
slope as he told me 
what to do and what 
not todo. £ 
* The second or third 
thing he said was to 
try to have the 
machine lap slightly on 
the groomed path that 
was made previously. 
That way, he said, 
there wouldn't be any 
humps or ridges skiers 
would have to cross as 
they came down the 
hill. 

To me, that meant I 
would have to watch 
the path out of the side 
of the blade and make 
sure I was grooming 
about a foot or so into 
the path I was 
following. 

As I was doing that, 
Bayne would tell me to 
lift or lower the plow in 
front, lift.or lower the 
tilling machine in the 
back, and watch out for 
that tree in the middie 
of the slope. 

To say I was busy 
trying to do all of that 
would. be an under- 


”. statement. 


The last thing I 
wanted: to do was to 
wreck. an almost 


|: $200,000 piece of. 
- machinery against a 


tree, and I didn’t want 


~ to'sear up the snow so 


‘much he would have to 


spend an extra hour 
going over what 
destruction I did to 
make it right. 

I took quite a while 
to learn how to steer 
the machine with the 
twin handles that you 
operate with the left 
hand. The right hand 
operates the plow in 
front and the tiller in 
the back. 

You have to watch 
both ends all the time 
to make sure you are 
doing it right. 

As I worked down 
and up the hill, Bayne 
kept telling me to do 
this and that until he 
was satisfied that I 
wasn't going to wreck 
anything. 

If I had to relate 
grooming to anything, 
it may be to a farmer 
plowing furrows. I was 
always amazed they 
could do that in a 
straight line. 

I am even more 
amazed that I could do 
it with a groomer. 

After a few passes 
which finished up the 
slope, he took over 
again while we went to 


groom some steeper 
slopes. I was glad I was 
riding as we came 
down from the top. 

. So if you are skiing 
on Top Notch, and you 
run into a part that 
wasn't groomed right, 
just blame me. But 
wait. until tomorrow
